Hatch Brook flows southerly toward the outlet of Lake Wicwas where it joins 
Mill Brook. Mill Brook meanders through Meredith Center until it feeds the 
northern most reach of Lake Winnisquam.

IN APPRECIATION 


The Board of Selectmen wish to express their gratitude to some of the tireless 
workers and/or volunteers who have served our community of Meredith in 
many different capacities through their dedication, enthusiasm and interest 
in their town. 
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Meredith Board of Selectmen Report 
To the Citizens of Meredith: 


We continue to try to make improvements within our community and 
maintain our level of municipal services. Although we have maintained a level 
funding of the municipal portion of the tax rate for many years, we find a 
small increase is necessary for 1995. Our recommended budget requires an 
additional 23 cents per $1000 valuation or an increase of 3.8%. As an example, 
a home valued at $100,000 would increase $23.00. 


New Hampshire law now requires we state whether we recommend or 
not recommend warrant articles. You will find this notation in the 1995 war- 
rant. We will explain our position at Town Meeting. 


We are proposing to completely reconstruct Waukewan Street if we are 
awarded a $350,000 grant to extend municipal sewer from Pollard Shores Road 
to and across Route 104. We feel all would agree this major road needs to 
be addressed. 


A betterment assessment has been requested by Eastbluff Highlands to 
extend municipal sewer into their neighborhood. This is basically a loan to 
be repaid in its entirety to the Town. There is no tax impact to the Town. 


The Town accomplished many items in 1994; a few are: 


We obtained a $140,000 grant to extend municipal sewer on Philbrook 
Avenue. Final design is nearly finished; construction will begin in the sum- 
mer of 1995. Public Works began preliminary site work in the fall of 1994. 


The sewer extension and road rebuilding on Cataldo and Reservoir Roads 
were completed this last summer providing further watershed protection of 
Lake Waukewan. 


We are currently negotiating with St. Charles Church to utilize its lot for 
municipal parking uses. 


We are also in negotiations to improve cable TV for our Meredith 
consumers. 


We have made application for an economic development grant to extend 
municipal sewer to DM Management. This public/private partnership would 
provide additional employment opportunity. We should have a preliminary 
status of the grant prior to Town Meeting.

We have listed only a few accomplishments of 1994; please read the Town 
Manager’s report as well as all departmental reports to get a better under- 
standing of the Town’s many areas of pursuit.

The Town Manager’s Report 


To the citizens of Meredith, I wish to thank you for your input and sup- 
port of our employees as we attempt to conquer the many challenges 
presented to us. 


The Selectmen’s Report discusses many achievements. I will mention 
additional activities of the Selectmen, employees and volunteers: 


-We wish to thank Marion Chase and the Chase family for donation of 
piling rights adjacent to our Town Docks. 


-Blueberry Hill Road off Meredith Neck was completely reconstructed 
by the Public Works Department. 


-A Forest Management Plan was completed on the Reservoir Property 
in 1994. The Public Works Department removed stumps from the open fields 
and built a new parking area across from Winton Road. Timbering started 
on one portion of the property as recommended in the plan. These funds will 
be utilized to enhance passive recreation of the property. 


-The Town negotiated easements from Main Street to the Municipal park- 
ing lot off Water Street. We plan to pave a one-way access and build a sidewalk 
from Main Street to the parking lot and canal foot bridge for better vehicular 
and pedestrian safety. 


-The Town of Meredith continues to comply with additional Federal man- 
dates. Compliance is both time consuming and expensive! 


-The Town Clerk began a vehicle registration by mail program in 1994. 
We have received many compliments on this added service. 


-The Public Works Department began major improvements on Saddle 
Hill Road as well as many others. We continue our strong commitment for 
road improvements to our local road system. 


-Volunteers assisted in improvements at Prescott Park. A new dugout 
was built to replace one of the aging ones and construction of a batting cage 
began in late 1994. 


-The Police Department received a free utility van to be used for a disaster 
command center. A communication center will be added in 1995. This will 
be of great benefit to the Town at very little cost.

-We continue to make improvements to our 122 outlying cemeteries. This 
ongoing effort will continue. 


-Our volunteer firefighters constructed a new bathroom at the Main Sta- 
tion to comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 


-The Water Department continues with their Back-flow Prevention Pro- 
gram and the Lead/Copper Rule compliance which have been required by 
the State and Federal Government for consumer protection. 


These are only a few of our additional accomplishments. Please review 
departmental reports to hear of others. 


A number of Warrant Articles appear in this year’s Town Meeting War- 
rant. Most, if not all, are areas needing your support. In 1994, I requested 
the Selectmen appoint an updated Routes 3/25 Task Force. These volunteers 
need your support for reviewing future traffic issues. I believe this issue is 
one of, if not the most important issue facing our community for the next 30-50 
years. 


In closing, I have spoken or worked with many of you citizens or tax- 
payers, but certainly not everyone. If you have questions, opinions or con- 
cerns, please contact me at the Town Office, 279-4538. 


Lastly, this is your community, please get involved! 


I wish to thank our excellent Town employees and volunteers for their 
hard work and dedication to both me and you.

The deliberative session was held at the Inter-Lakes Elementary Gym 
at 7:00 pm.

Non-voters must 
sit in the bleachers. There would be no reconsideration at this meeting unless 
the moderator was overruled by a 2/3 vote. 


ARTICLE 11 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Lessard 
to see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hun- 
dred Twenty-Five Thousand One Hundred Twenty-Four Dollars ($225,124.00) 
for the purpose of Sewer Extension Improvements along the remainder of 
Wagon Wheel Trail, across Pinnacle Park Road adjacent to Map U19, Lot 
004, said appropriation to be inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, or 
contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds 
or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, however, that the total amount 
of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such grants- 
in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions 
of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds 
or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be 
in the best interest of the Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax 
Regulatory Agreement containing such representations and covenants as are 
necessary to maintain such notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the 
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Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or 
Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the project, and to ex- 
pend the appropriation in accordance herewith. (Proposed revenue would in- 
clude landowner betterment assessments in the amount of $180,100.00, State 
or Federal Grant Programs available amounting to a minimum of 20% or 
any contribution from other sources and/or any combination of the above. ) 
(Passage requires affirmative vote of two-thirds present and voting.) As re- 
quested by the property owners. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

There was no discussion. Moderator Jollimore called for a ballot vote at 
7:10. The polls closed at 8:12. 

The moderator declared the article passed in the affirmative.

No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote.

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Mr. Lessard to see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept gifts of 
personal property which may be offered to the Town for any public purpose, 
pursuant to RSA 31:95e. The Selectmen must hold a public hearing before 
accepting such gift, and the acceptance shall not bind the Town to raise, ap- 
propriate or expend any public funds for the operation, maintenance, repair 
or replacement of any such personal property. This authorization shall re- 
main indefinitely until rescinded by Town Meeting vote. 

There was no discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative by 
a unanimous voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 15 
It was moved by Selectman Losee and seconded by Edith Mongo to see 
if the Town will accept the provision of RSA 33:7 providing that any town at 
an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to issue Tax Anticipation Notes? 
There was no discussion. The article passed in the affirmative by a 
unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16 

It was moved by Selectman Lessard and seconded by Selectman Losee 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept, 
on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies and devises made to the Town in trust 
for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19. This authorization shall 
remain indefinitely until rescinded by a Town Meeting vote. 

No discussion on this article. Passed in the affirmative with a unanimous 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17 

It was moved by Selectman Edith Mongo and seconded by Selectman Paul 
Lessard to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and 
transfer title to all real estate taken by the Town in default of redemption 
or from any Tax Lien upon such conditions as they shall see fit, as justice 
may require and indefinitely until rescinded by Town Meeting vote. 

Jim Waldron questioned the wording of the article and suggested the 
wording be changed to any and all. Town Manager Peter Russell explained 
the reason for wording. No further discussion. Passed in the affirmative with 
a voice vote with a few nays. 


ARTICLE 18 
It was moved by Selectman Losee and seconded by Selectman Mongo to 
see if the Town will vote and appropriate the sum of $6,706,842.00 for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year budget. 
There was no discussion on the operating budget. The article passed in 
the affirmative by a voice vote with a few nays. 


ARTICLE 19 

It was moved by Selectman Lessard and seconded by Selectman Losee 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thou- 
sand Dollars ($20,000.00) for improvements under the State Aid Reconstruc- 
tion Program provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriates Forty 
Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00). (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

There was some discussion on the amount in the account. Manager Peter 
Russell gave the balance of the account and some of the roads that the money 
would be used on. 

The article passed in the affirmative with a unanimous voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 20 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Lessard 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept 
dedicated streets in accordance with RSA 674:35 until rescinded by vote of 
Town Meeting. 

There was no discussion. The article passed in the affirmative by a 
unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 21 

It was moved by Michael Hatch and seconded by Steve Nedeau to see 
if the Town will vote to keep Wednesday night for the deliberative session 
of the Town Meeting. 

The article passed in the affirmative by a voice vote with a few nays. 


ARTICLE 22 | 
It was moved by Sam Citron and seconded by Michael Taggett to see if 
Route 3 should be widened by the New Hampshire Department of Transpor- 
tation to 4 lanes from Parade Road to the intersection of Routes 3/25? (Peti- 
tioned by 25 or more legal voters) 
A secret ballot was requested. 
There was considerable discussion from several people in the assembly. 
Eileen Harris moved and Ed Varney seconded to table the article. It was 
passed in the affirmative to table Article 22. 


ARTICLE 23 

It was moved by Dave Sticht and seconded by Bob Konchak to see if the 
Town will vote to require the Town of Meredith to go out to bid on any capital 
improvement project that equals and/or exceeds the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) in total? (Petitioned by 25 or more legal voters) (Not 
Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

There was considerable discussion both pro and con on the article. The 
article was defeated by a voice vote but with some votes in favor of the article. 


Mr. Brad Sprague thanked and congratulated both the winners and 
everyone who ran for office. 

Mrs. Helen Bertholet requested everyone think seriously about Rt. 3 and 
25. 

Mr. Sam Citron spoke against the widening of Rt. 3 and 25. 

The motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting at 8:25 pm.

Meredith Emergency Management Agency - Steven R. Bennett, Director 


1994 was a very productive year with work and time being given to assist 
the State of New Hampshire in developing an Emergency Response Plan for 
use of all craft on Lake Winnipesaukee. Work continued on inspection and 
classification of hazardous materials in transit within the Town of Meredith. 
1995 will arrive with my continued commitment to providing our community 
with support and assistance to its needs. 
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Lakes Region Community Services Council - Stephen C. Maguire, Asst. Exec. Dir. 


Our service council has served an increasing number of Meredith 
residents. At present 15 adults receive residential care. In addition, there are 
19 families who have children with development disability. Our existing 
transportation resources have expanded under the name ‘‘Greater Laconia 
Transit Agency” (GLTA) and are now available to the general public. 
Meredith’s funding is earmarked for transportation system support. 


Meredith Historical Society - Bill Pond, President 


This year has been an exciting one with the acquisition of the new museum 
on Main Street. We wish to thank the Town for all its support and encourage- 
ment. We are looking forward to completing the alterations during the winter 
months, in time for a Grand Opening in May. Our membership is up from 
38 to almost 150, but remember, all meetings are open to the public. 


New Hampshire Humane Society - Mark J. Ackerman, Exec. Dir. 


As of November 30, 1994, the number of animals brought to our shelter 
from your Town was 161. Your Society’s shelter has been inspected and 
licensed by the State and fulfills your licensed dog pound requirements. Every 
town has stray animal problems. We encourage your Animal Control Officer 
to use our service. 


Water & Sewer Departments - Robert Hill, Supervisor 


The Meredith Water and Sewer Departments had another busy year. 
Major projects for this year were the completion of the Cataldo/Reservoir 
Road/Annalee Dolls sewer extension, second round testing and passing of lead 
and copper standards as required by the EPA Safe Water Drinking Act, 
backflow installation to protect the water system, which is ongoing, and the 
go ahead to extend water and sewer on Philbrook Avenue. We would like to 
thank you for your continued support. 


Fire Department - Fred Copp, Chief 


In 1994, the Fire Department experienced another busy year with a near 
record number of calls again being answered. Two major fires in Town, both 
later ruled as arson, were successfully extinguished. The Elementary School 
Fire Prevention Program has begun paying dividends as almost all of the 
children questioned indicated that they’ve noticed smoke detectors in their 
homes. The Program was expanded to include Lakeland School this year as 
well. The Fire Department urges all people to install and maintain smoke 
detectors on every floor of their home. We appreciate the continued support 
of our fellow townspeople. 
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Assessing - Lena Watson Bolton, Assessor 


I joined the Town of Meredith as Assessor on June 1 and am a Certified 
NH Assessor with twelve years experience. My office is open Monday - Fri- 
day, 10 am through 12 noon, or by appointment. An assessment update of all 
values is planned with implementation on the tax bill in the fall of 1995. Ap- 
plications for Elderly, Blind, Solar Exemptions, Veterans credit, Current Land 
Use and Report of Timber Cuts are due no later than April 15, along with your 
Inventory of Taxable Property. NH RSA 74:17, Paragraph II, addresses in- 
spection of property and states ‘‘Any person who refuses to grant consent to 
the Selectmen or Assessing Officials to enter property for the purpose in 
paragraph I (obtaining information necessary to complete any inventory) 
shall lose the right to appeal the matter pertaining to the property tax for 
which such person is liable and the right to appeal any exemptions for which 
such person may be entitled but has not yet received’’. 


Animal Control Report - Lawrence E. Swain, Animal Control Officer 


Dogs licensed 606 Service calls 491 
Shelter trips 463 Bites reported 53 


NH RSA 466:1 requires all owners and keepers of dogs three months old or 
over to be licensed annually by April 30 by the Town Clerk. Rabies have been 
reported in the State of NH and it is important that your pets are vaccinated 
for the protection of the animal as well as your family. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center & Nursery School - Connie Pelletier, Director 


We wish to thank the Town of Meredith for their continued support of our 
programs. Year round childcare is provided, in an educational setting, for 
children thirteen months to twelve years. During 1994, the Center served 169 
children from 129 families. Sliding scale fees are available, and USDA ap- 
proved meals are included. This appropriation is used as local support and 
funding under Title XX through the office of Economic Services of the State 
of New Hampshire. 


Lakes Region Family Services - Liz Pederson, Director 


Lakes Region Family Services is a private non-profit social service agen- 
cy providing a variety of programs to support families. We offer counseling, 
mediation, child advocacy, and parent aide services. Our office is located at 
95 Water Street in Laconia. Outreach counseling and group programs are of- 
fered in the Meredith school system. Lakes Region Family Services is a United 
Way Agency. Our family mediation services are free; counseling is based 
on a Sliding scale fee. Evening hours are available. 
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Meredith Community Action Program - Prudence Tylenda, Area Director 


The Meredith Community Action Program is a local organization address- 
ing the needs of the elderly and low income residents of the Town of Meredith. 
During 1994, we provided $465,150.25 in services to Meredith residents. 


Conservation Commission - Merritt Webb, Chairman 


This has been a learning year for your members with lectures on shoreline 
protection, groundwater pollution, lake problems, etc. Our project to survey 
unmapped Town parcels was started with the Carleton parcel, used by the 
Boy Scouts, and Hermit Woods survey was started this year. We handled 52 
Wetlands Board applications and hiked 5 easements. We came across a 
breathtaking field of gold, on the Keller easement; they were Marsh Marigolds 
which bloom in early May. Lou Laverdure retired after 12 years. Lou was 
a hard-working conservationist and we miss him. 


Public Works Department - Barry Cotton, Director 


The Public Works Department has had a busy year. Snow plowing, road 
sanding, and snow removal were the three most time consuming activities 
performed by this department in the first quarter of 1994. Road sign replace- 
ment due to vandalism and accidents continues to be costly in terms of hours 
spent and materials used. The Blueberry Hill Road reconstruction project 
is complete. Portions of Saddle Hill Road received major improvements this 
year. Public Works remains progressively active attempting to perform year- 
ly road maintenance tasks such as ditching, cold patching, chipsealing, road 
shimming and brush and tree removal. We thank you for your support. 


Solid Waste Department - Barry Cotton, Director 


The Solid Waste Department has had a very active year with waste issues. 
The transportation and disposal of household garbage are the largest costs 
to taxpayers. Markets are continually being pursued for recyclable materials 
such as glass, paper, plastic and bio-degradable composts. We thank you for 
your continued cooperation toward recycling and your patronage to the Solid 
Waste Store. 


Forest Fires - Roy Howe, Sr., Fire Warden 


During the 1994 calendar year, the three leading causes of fire call outs 
were no permits, children and rekindles of fires that were not properly ex- 
tinguished. Burning permits may be obtained through the local fire warden 
and the Meredith Municipal Office. This helps to prevent unnecessary 
response to a controlled burn. The number of forest fires in the State were 
283, burning 217 acres.

Such information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects 
in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.
